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McCormack and the gramophone 


In troduc tion 


He was Count John McCormack. Remembered as one of 
opera's greatest singers, he also became one of her greatest 
friends. Born in Ireland of Scottish ancestry in 1884, this 
fourth surviving child of a family of eleven studied music in 
Milan after first being apprenticed to St. Patrick's Cathedral 
as a chorister. The call to become a singer came 1897, and the 
debut in public occurred three years later, by which time his 
talents as a tenor were starting to blossom. 

But even before he became famous for his singing of Mozart, 
Beethoven and Verdi he was already well-known for his other 
talents; his geniality, his chivalry, his magnanimity, his 
perfect simplicity and dignity, his genorosity, his skill at 
putting people immediately at their ease. 

Small wonder then, that his friends included a president 
and a queen. 

The president was Woodrow Wilson, who, when presenting the 
tenor with the American Legion of Honor, said, "John, if I 
were a king, I would make you my court singer." 


The queen was Queen Mary, who, when attending a function 
in 1934 said to the singer for all to hear, "Count McCormack 
I hear you propose to retire. Will they let you!?" 

In between there were his close friends, Fritz Kreisler, 
Sergei Rachmaninov, Sir John Murray Scott and Mary 
Anderson de Navarro; his musical antagonists such as Puccini 
and Nellie Melba; even his stable manager, who had to cope 
with his string of dreadful racehorses - all attested to the 
warm friendliness of McCormack's nature, which in almost 
every case was reciprocated. 

And in his own circle at Moore Abbey and San Patrizio, 
California he was idolised by his family, his servants and 
his numerous dependants and associates. 

Count John McCormack's life was an expression of the genial 
and masculine virtues so fondly celebrated in his recordings. 
By the time he died in 1945 it had amounted to an epic volume 
of loyal and hearty friendships. Indeed, it has been said of 
him that probably few men have charmed so many fellow 
creatures of all classes.

c.1879 Family moves from Galashiels, Scotland to Lisburn, 
Ireland. 

1880 Autumn, family moves from Lisburn to Athlone, County 
Westmeath. 

1884 Saturday 14th. June. Born at Athlone. 

1889 Commences attendance at the Maris t Brothers School, 
Athlone. 

1896 Leaves Athlone on winning Scholarship to Summerhill 
College, Sligo. 

1897 Gives first performance of an aria; 'In native worth' 
from 'Die Schopfung by Haydn. 

1900 Debut as an amateur in Sligo. 

1902 Commences musical studies with Vincent O'Brien (1870- 
1948), at St. Patrick's Cathedral. 

1903 Wins first prize in tenor competition at National 
Festival of Ireland. 

1904 American debut with Palestrina Choir in St. Louis, 
makes first gramophone records, and first appearance 
in London as a soloist. 

1905 Commences musical studies in Milan with Vincenzo 
Sabatini (1825-1913). 

1906 Operatic debut in Savona in title role of l'Amico 
Fritz. Operatic debut in Ireland as Faust. Signs long 
term recording contract with Fonotipia group of 
companies . 

1907 Opera debut at Covent Garden as Turiddu,soon followed 
by Don Ottavio and II Duca , with Tetrazzini. 

1908 Sings 'Celeste Aida' at Patti's farewell concert. 
International season at Covent Garden. Sings Almaviva, 
Edgardo, Nadir, Elviro, Alfredo, and Rodolfo with 
Melba. Appears with Albani. Oratorio as Samson and 
Elijah. 

1909 Debut at Teatro San Carlo, Naples. Warmly congratulated 
by de Lucia. American debut at Manhattan Opera House 
as Tonio. Rapturous reception. Contract with Victor 
to appear on Red Seal star celebrity label. 

Appears with Busoni. 

1910 Debut at Metropolitan Opera House, as Alfredo, with 
Melba. First release of Victor records enjoys huge 
sales. Sings in opera with Renaud, Gerville-Roche , 
Sammarco, Gilibert, and Tetrazzini. Accompanied by 
Mahler, on 25th October, 1910. 

1911 4th International season at Covent Garden. Tours 
Australia in opera with Melba. Sings in Philadelphia 
in world premiere of Natoma. 

1912 Tours New Zealand and Pacific Islands; Sings in Canada 
and U.S.A. throughout spring. Offered contract to 
sing in opera at Marijnsky Opera, S t . Petersburg . Hailed 

s by Ernestine Schumann-Heink as the greatest singer of 
his time. Outstanding performances as Pinkerton, 
Romeo, and Boito's Faust. 

1913 Offered contract with Colon Opera, Buenos Aires. 
Success in Paris, in II barbiere with Scotti, and in 
Verdi's Requiem in Birmingham, under Sir Henry Wood. 
Second tour of Australia. Sings in Gala at Covent 
Garden for President Poincaire. Operatic powers now 


fully matured. 

1914 Invitation to appear as Don Ottavio at the Mozarteum 
in Salzburg, sent by Lilli Lehmann. 7th International 
Season at Covent Garden. Now stands at the top of his 
profession. Symphony concerts with Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under Weingartner, and New York under Muck. 
Sings arias from 'idomeneo' and commences revival of 
Beethoven arias. Collaboration with Kreisler continues. 

1915 Ten sellout recitals in a single season in New York. 
Royalties on records now almost $300,000 a year (Strong 
p.131). Sings Don Ottavio in Chicago with Journet and 
Ancona. 

1916 Records 'll mio tesoro' . Symphony concerts with Boston 
Symphony Orchestra under Muck. Sings arias from 
ZauberflBte and Fidelio. Also Beethoven lieder. With 
encouragement of Muck, learns music for Lohengrin, 

Meis tersinger and Walkllre. 

1917 Raises over $1,000,000 for war charities. Turns over 
entire income to American Red Cross, and sends consign- 
ments of cigarettes to troops. Awarded American Legion 
of Honor for war work. Records 'The Star Bangled Banner'. 
Fastest selling record ever made by Victor. Vocal 
powers peak. 

1918 Biography by Pierre Key appears. Sunday concerts at 
Metropolitan Opera prove greatest moneyspinner of the 
house. Chairs have to be brought on-stage! Becomes 
highest paid singer in the world. 

1919 Cavaradossi and Pinkerton at Met. Commences collaboration 
with Rachmaninov, who writes ' Luchinushka ' for him 
(Larousse Dictionary). Sings with Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra under Stock. Revives 'Les Fetes d'Hebe' by 
Rameau. Overwhelming reception at Brooklyn Academy of 
Music . 

1920 Invited to Paris by Damrosch to appear in Beethoven 
Festival. Most influential and acclaimed concerts of 
his career. Concerts follow to promote American art- 
song, featuring music of Hageman, Cadman and Kramer. 

1921 Leading tenor at Monte Carlo opera. Hailed by Jean de 
Reszke (1850-1925), as "The True Redeemer of Bel-Canto". 
Keen enthusiast and supporter of establishment of The 
Musicians' Benevolent Fund in England. Sings a group of 
Shakespeare song settings at Canterbury, Connecticut. 

1922 Suffers throat infection which leads to acute strepto- 
coccol tonsilitis. Almost dies on Good Friday in New 
York. One minute silence observed in all American 
opera houses and concert halls for audience to pray for 
his recovery. Recovers but with diminished volume. 

1923 Creates the role of Gritzko in the world premiere of 
Mussorgsky's 'La Foire de Sorotchinsk' at Monte Carlo. 
Tours central Europe, singing with The Berlin Phil- 
harmonic under Bruno Walter. Sings Beethoven, Mozart, 
Bach and Brahms. His singing of Chris tus am ftlberge 
arias considered one of the greatest events musical 
Berlin had ever known. Sings Rachmaninoff, Faur4, 

Duparc and Handel in Prague. Sellout recitals. 
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1924 Awarded French Legion d'Honneur by Clemenceau. Sings in 
Paris by express invitation of Foch. Returns to London 
singing Handel, Mendelssohn, Chaussin, Schubert, Richard 
Strauss, and Wolf. Establishes frier.dship with Ernest 
Newman, Clara Butt and Sir Granville Bantock. 

1925 Recitals coast to coast in U.S.A. and Canada. Not very 
happy with electrical recording process. Tours British 
Isles . 

1926 Extended tour of China and Japan. Warmest receptions in 
Kyoto and Shanghai. Audiences delighted with vocal 
colour and breadth of repertoire. 

1927 Musicianship greatly impresses Toscanini, who exclaims: 
"Giovanni, even if you had never had a voice, you would 
still have been a great musician!" Tours British Isles, 
and goes on field research with Herbert Hughes to anno- 
tate folksong. 

1928 Sings Wagner at Los Angeles Philharmonic Auditorium, 
winning especial critical acclaim for performance of 
"Winters tUrme wichen dem wonnemond" . Created Hereditary 
Count of the Holy Roman Empire on 23rd .February , 1928. 

1929 Paid $500,000 to star in Twentieth Century Fox film, 'Song 
o' my heart' . Film acclaimed by Rachmaninoff, Newman, and 
Schumann-Heink, who sent her singing pupils to see it. 
His Schubert lieder set released by RCA. (C3) 

1930 Tours Great Britain. Makes most important recordings of 
career in continuous recitative and aria of Jesus in 
'Christus am Olberge' . Creation of dramatic effect 
through entirely musical means and quality of the final 
run is the distilled essence of mature Beethoven. 

1931 Revives 'Sentinel il petto accendre' , from ' Ar taxerxes ', 
by Vinci at Brooklyn Academy of Music. Makes experimental 
High Fidelity recordings for RCA / Bell Telephone in New 
York, on 33h r.p.m. microgroove. Results stunning - the 
equal of 1960's mono - copy exists. 

1932 Records ' Beherzigung ' and 'Ganymed' at the invitation 
of the Hugo Wolf Society, in London. Renews friendship 
with Elgar, who shows him principal tenor aria for his 
unpublished opera, 'The Spanish Lady'. McCormack sings 
it to him, and also extended excerpts of 'Gerontius'. 
Elgar so excited by performance he writes to EMI 
requesting they record it complete with McCormack, and 
himself conducting. Letter exists in EMI Archive. 

1933 Tours South Africa, and then long concert recital tour 


of U.S.A. Hailed by Homer Henley of San Francisco 'Argo- 
naut' as 'The best loved singer humanity ever knew' . 

1934 Final recital in Paris, with lengthy programme of modern 
classical music. Tour of British Isles. Features sons 
of Stephen Foster to commemorate his centenary . Continues 
almost 40 year period (1917-1954) as biggest selling 
artist in RCA/EMI combine, becoming biggest selling 
artist ever to appear on 78 rpm records, beating Crosby 
into second place. 

1935 Devotes much time to English art-song, promoting music 
of Vaughan Williams, Bax, Somervell, Coleridge-Tay lor 
and Bax. 

1936 Last full concert season in U.S.A. Appears in first 
British technicolor film 'Wings of the morning' as himself. 
One of his most memorable performances comes in his sing- 
ing of Balfe's 'Killarney' . 

1937 American farewell performances at the Consistory Auditor- 
ium, Buffalo. Newspapers search in vain for successor, 
finding claimants lacking in instant vocal recognisability, 
and technical merit. 

1938 Final tour of British Isles. Continues to broadcast and 
record . 

1939 Holiday in Egypt and Italy. Emerges from retirement to 
sing for British Red Cross at outbreak of war. 

1940 Tours extensively British provinces. BBC features him as 
centrepiece of Christmas night radio programmes. 

1941 BBC gives him his own radio series, in which he inter- 
sperses singing with conversation with many celebrities. 
Sings in canteen and troopships. Composes the song, 

'Our finest hour'. 

1942 Continues broadcasting and presents lieder recitals at 
The Wigmore Hall, London. Further tour of British 
provinces . 

1943 Continues singing until March, when diagnosed suffering 
from advanced emphysema. Continues to live in Ascot. 

1944 Buys home outside Dublin. Health rapidly declines. 

1945 Sings for the last time ever, to Rex Palmer of EMI in 
August, 'The song of the Volga Boatmen' . Suffers attack 
of acute pneumonia, and dies peacefully on Sunday 16th 
September, breaking the last link with 18th century 
vocalism, as the last tenor capable of runs, arpeggi, 
and trills equal to those of a soprano. 
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Original matrices and stampers 


Although parts for about 50 McCormack records were destroyed 
by EMI in 1970 / 1971 the original shells exist for most of 
his recordings, including many of the Fonotipia-Odeons . Many 
shells also survive with EMI originally recorded for RCA in 
America, and vice versa, a memorial to the partnership of 
those two companies, dissolved in 1957. It would be good to 
see a re-pressing programme of McCormack matrices in vinyl- 
ite, as so many items exist which never received a wide 


issue on '78 rpm', while some were unpublished. The only 
previous re-pressing of McCormack matrices in vinyl was in the 
1947 Victor Heritage Series. These were unsuccessful as the 
stampers used were often, and the records were not pressed 
heavily enough. Also, the quality of vinylite has improved 
immeasurably since 1947, and surviving shells are in perfect 
condition. EMI still possesses most Odeon masters. 

No McCormack recording prior to 31st. May, 1932 plays at a 
precise 78 rpm.
